MISSING HEIRESS 
MYSTERY CLEARED 


Father, After Police Are Baf- 
fled, Finds Elvira Schoen- 
feld in Michigan. 


TELEPHONE BRINGS CLEW 


Miss Elvira Schoenfeld, the 17 year old 
, heireag who dteappeared under myeterious 
circumstances ten days ago, wae brought 
back to Chicago by her aged father, V. J: 
Schoenfeld, a merchant at 454 East Forty- 
third street, last night. 

She would say little for publication beyond 
the fact that she had made a mistake in 
leaving, that she was gied to be back with 
her father, afid that she would not leave the 
family hearth again. 

* W. H. Rubovits, 4621 Calumet avenue, 
physician to the Schoenfeld family, who re- 
ported her disappearance to the police, said 
the girl was suffering from a sort of ‘‘ mental 
aberration ” or “‘ emotional explosion ” when 
she departed, and that her condition had 
been brought about by overwork. 

Developments showed the girl went direct 
.to South Haven, Mich., from Chicago, and 
has been under the constant chaperonage 
of a trained nurse, an old friend of the fam- 
ily. 

Telephone Message Gives Clew. 

The clew to her whereabouts was obtaine¢: 
through an anonymoue telephone message 
her father received on Saturday. It is notat 
all improbable that stre herself sent the mes- 
sage after tiring of her sojourn, although her 
father did not recognize her voice. 

Elvira’e mother died eight years ago. since 
which time her fathér has met with financial 
reverses. She hag money in her own right, 
the estate of her mother, and ded it as 
a personal affront when her ent refused 

to take this money and enlarge hie busjnese.

Disappeared Ten Days Ago. 

Elvira disappeared from the home of her 
father on June 20, but her disappearance 
was not reported to the police until five days 
later. 

For a few daye it was believed the girl 
would return volunitarily. The mystery was 
intensified later by the doctor denying she 
had been to his-offiee or was under profes- 
gional treatment. He also denied he was 
related to the gir! ,while her father said Dr. 
Rubovite wae Elvira's uncle. 

Last night the father admitted that the 
gir! was not relateci to the doctor and that 
the doctor wae simply doing a kind act by 
assuming charge and keeping police and 
other inquisitors away from the girl's home, 
where a married sister lies seriously ill. 


Father Brings Girl Home. 

In response to the telephone mestage the 
father boarded a steamer Saturday night 
He eroused the gir? from a deep sleep early 
yesterday morning and both alighted from 
the steamer City of South Haven at il 
o'clock last night. 

“JT am glad. to have my little girl back 
home, and that’s about all I care to say,”’ 
said Mr. Schoenfeld.

Winnipeg. Man., June 80.—[ Special. ]}Re- 
gina, capital of the province of Saskat¢he- 
wen, tonight was practically destroyed by a. 
tornada. 

It is feared 400 of the 10,000 inhabitants 
were killed. Scores of bodies have been re- 
covered from the ruins and others can be 
seen but cangot be reacheciin the wreckage 

The property. loss ie estimated at $10,000,- 
000. Among the buildings wrecked was the 
provincial parliament building, recently com- 
pleted at @ cost of $2,000,000. 

In one street 300 residences were destroyed. 

The local telephone office was wrecked and 


it ie feared that fifteen girls emploxed there 


have been killed. 


Storm Hits Other Cities. 


Several other cities. wére struck by the 
same tornado, with heavy loss of property. 
These included Qu’ Appelle, forty miles east 
of Regina, and Melville, farther north, on 
the Grand Trunk Pacific. 


Smalier towns in central Saskatchewan - 


also were hit by the wind, and farms in 
a strip sixty or seventy miles long and sev- 
eral miles wide suffered. 

Wires are down throughout most of this 
district, and details of the loss cannot be 
obtained tonight. 


Tornado Follows Other Storms. 


The tornado struck Regina at 6 o'clock to- 
night, following a day of thunderetorme and 
bigh wind. . 

The cyclone came from the south and first 
struck the provincial parliament building. 
The building is of steel and concrete, and, 
while it still stands, is badly damaged. 

The storm then swept northward, mowing 
a swath six blocksin width through the most 
fashionable residence district, transforming 
it into a mass of wreckage. 

Along Victoria street, from Sixteenth to 
Eleventh street, 300 houses were destroyed 
and many people killed. 

Automobiles filled with people were hurled 
high in the air and deposited blocks away. 


Sweeps Over Business District. 


At Bleventh street the wholesale business 
district was reached, and warehouses, bank- 
ing institutions, and retail stores were sent 
into heaps of ruins, while the air was filled 
with flying wreckage. 

Past Eleventh street, Albert Smith, Crom. 
well, Searth, Hamilton, and Rose streets, 
the storm reached the retail section, which 
received the severest compact. 

Then the Canadian Pacific railway tracks 
were reached. Six big grain elevators were 
toppled over like tenpins, the timbers being 
piled in heaps on the tracks. 


Fires Add to Suffering. 


Two fires started in. the ruins, but ae most 
of the fire halls’ escaped the storm and the 


‘water pressure was not impaired the flames 


were confined to the Pino, where they 
started. 

All electric light and power wirts were 
made useless, cnd the city is in darkness. 

- All conveyances were preseed into service 
to convey the dead to the morgues and the 
injured to the hospitals. 

All telepivone and telegraph wires, with 
the exception of one telegraph wiré, are 
The latter is crowded with private 
messages from people who are safe.

The balloting began on Tuesday, with Pen- 
Galeton in the lead, and continued practically 
without change until Thursday. The excite- 
ment in the convention wagintense. Finally 
the voting became deadlocked between Han- 
cock and Hendricks On the twenty-second 
ballot some votes were thrown to the chair- 
man, Horatio Seymour. He declined at first, 
then a stampede set in, he withdrew from the 
chair and received the nomination. 

In the 1880 Republican convention the dead- 
lock was equally exciting. Grant and Blaine 
had the balloting tied up for thirty-four 
trials On the thirty-fifth Garfield got fifty 
votes, and on the next polied 309 and was 
nominated.

Baltimore, Md., June 30.—(Special }—it I 
may be permitted to speak of my own 
I shall dévote a few sentences to the expla- 
nation which I gave of the change of twelve 
of the Nebraska delegates from Clark to 
Wilson. I was not in the hall Friday night 
when New York cast ita ninety votes for 
Clark, but went in later during the demon- 
stration.

Describes Steam Roller Here. 

At the Chicago convention I saw how un- 
fairly a holdover political machine had made 
up the temporary roll of the convention and 
then used the votes of those put upon the ro)! 
to seat each other, thus giving to the com- 
mittee control of the new convention. 

I was in a good position to watch the roller 
as it moved noisily along. overcoming every 
obstruction, and when its work Was com- 
pleted thwarting the will of a large major- 
ity of the Republican party. 

To add aggravation to the wrong, the 
committee was made up of representatives 
from the southern states where there is prac- 
tically no Republican vote, 

These committeemen, representing @ paper 
organization and held to the Republican 
party largely by the power of patronage, 
were used to outvote the representatives from 
states that cast a large Republican vote. 


Unfair Power of South. 

And to ada further cause for indignation 
this: unfairly proportioned committee seated 
delegates upon the same congressional pro- 
portion as in the north. 

The congressiona! district in which I live, 
for instance, has a Republican vote of some 
25,000 and has two district delegates. The 
state of Louisiana casts some.5,000 Repub- 
lican votes and has twenty delegates in the 
Republican convention. or nearly a hundred 
times as niuch influence in the convention 
in proportion to voting population, 

About the time thie outrage on popular 
government had had time to soak in I came 
to Baltimore and here I found the Democratic 
national committee acting upon the same 
plan, using holdover commiteemen to mis- 
represent the delegations, and intending to 
open @ progressive convention With a reac- 


tionary keynote. 
Interests Busy in Baltimore. 


I soon learned that the same influences 
which at Chicago defied popular sentiment in 


the Republican party were here in force. 1 | 


found thats having defeated the progressive 
program at Chicago, they were bent upon de- 


feating it here. 


(Here cunning was substituted for boldness, 
and the pragressive brand was being used ty 
mask the real character of the work outlined. 

I have already described the first con‘est in 
| which I was defeated for temporary chair- 
man, a position which I did not desire, and 
for which I was a candidate only because I 
felt that some one ought to represent the pro- 
gressive cause. I have also chronicled the 
second contest, which resulted in the passage 

of the Morgan-Ryan-Belmont resolution.

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BRYAN EXPLAINS HIS FIGHT ON CLARK 
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aroused as they had seldom been before to 
the importance of presenting a candidate 
upon whos@ nomination there could be no 
suspicion of connection with the interests 
which we had denounced. 

It distressed me to have to do anything 
that might result in injury to the political 
fortumes of Mr. Clark. I have known him 
for eighteen years, rejoiced in his selection 
as minority leader, and a year and a half aga 
regarded him as more likely than anv one 
else to fit into the conditions in so far as I 
could then estimate them.

Error in Choosing Managers.

I beliéve that he would try to 
Carry out the|people’s will, but few, if indeed 
any, can entirely fortify themselves against 
the unscrupulous influence exerted by favorg 
received. We do not allow judges to accept 
favors from litigants and the president con- 
tinually acts as an arbiter between. the or- 
ganized and the unorganized masses. 


Could Not Explain All. 


But even if we could feel eertain that the 
securing of a presidential nomination by the 
aid of those directly connected with the ex- 
ploiting class would have no influence what- 
ever upon Mr. Clark's official conduct, we 
could not possibly hope to impart this con- 
fidence to millions of voters who, not enjoy- 
ing the personal acquaintance of Mr. Clark, 
would have to rely upon newspaper reports, 
and it must be remembered that in the con- 
tested states the Republicans have five to 
one, if not tem to one, the advantage ofus.

ROBBER SUSPECT 


William Williams Also Shoots 
Another After Report of 
the Theft. 


SAYS HE WAS ATTACKED. 


Insists He Did Not Fire Shot 
Until Club and Star Were 
Seized. 


Policeman William Willams of the Twen- 
ty-second street station, a negro, shot and 
killed one man at 2:30 o’clock yesterday 
morning and wounded another so seriously 
that he may die. Wildams has been a mem- 
ber of the police department only four 
months. He says the two men he shot were 
members of a party of five who attacked 
him after he had arrested two pickpockets 
at South Haleted and West Thirty-irst 
streets. 

The dead man is Har! Farrell, 3158 South 
Halsted street. He was 18 years old. The 
first two bullets from Williams’ revolver 
struck him in the chest and he died instantly. 

The wounded man is Edward J. Farrell, 
Earl's brother. He is a roofer by trade. The 
other three bullets Williams fired struck him, 
one going through his right arm and the 
others through his kidneys. He wae taken 
to the People’s hospital. 


Policeman Tells Story. 

Williams insisted he shot oniy after he 
had been knocked down and his star and 
club taken. The shooting took place in 
front of C. R. Murray's saloon. ~*~ 

‘It was about midnight,” he said, “ when 
aman jumped off a Haleted street car at 
Thirty-first street and ran up to me. He 
said he had just been robbed by two men 
on the car and beaten over the head. He 
said they had started south toward Emerald 
street after jumping off the car. I told him 
he had better go to the hospital or at least 
have a doctor attend to his head, which was 
badly cut. He started down Halsted street 
as I hurried in the direction the two were 
supposed to have taken. 

‘Then I returned to Murray’s saloon and 
went in the door. I saw two men standinr 
in the corner talking low. When they saw 
me they started out. I grabbed one of them, 
but the other got away and ran down the 
street. Just as I reached the patrol box in 
front of the saloon five men jumped from the 
front deorway and threw me to the ground, 
beating me over the head with clubs. I 
drew my revolver and started firing at them. 
Two of them fell after I fired four shots, the 
other three running away with the two 
whom I had arrested.”

THE NEED OF EFFECTIVE ARMIES. 

We cannot tell precisely how much of a

A 
bad administration may grow into a tyran- 
py because it has an effective army. 

Mexico has suffered from a second revo- 
lution because Madero could not at the ¢tart 
put a satisfactory army in the field to: up- 
hold the authority of a new government 
which ought to have been given time to 
meet its promises and take up its pledges. 

In these days it almost seems: as if Latin- 
America could better afford to take chances 
with a vicious president than a weak mili- 
tary force. oe

-’ A COMMISSION NEEDED. 
It now appears possible that the Borah- 
* Hughes bill creating the federal commis- 
> gion on industrial relations may reach both 
the floor of the senate and that of the house, 
and it is to be hoped the timeliness of the 
proposed commission will be recognized. 
There has been no time in the history of 
the country when a thorough investigation 
and discussion of the main problems of in- 
dustrial relations were more desirable and 
more likely to do substantial service. . We 
have an aroused social conscience seeking 
for facts and sane guidance, we have many 
unrelated attempts at correction, we have 
serious social evils developing sinister and 
—in America—novel methods of protest. 
We need a cool, courageous survey, both 
to steady and correct the humanitarian 
. zealot and to direct the great vague impulse 
of the mass of educated Americans toward 
really constructive reforms. 

The commission should be of the highest 
character. It should take plenty of time, 
and it should be fully provided with neces- 
sary funds. We believe its report would 
lay the foundation for a more soundly en- 
lightened thought and more consistent and 
efiective measures fdr social betterment and 
for the adjustment of industrial relations.

waicago’s celebration of the Fourth of 
July will be less pretentious this year than 
jast, but there is reason to believe that 
it will be as wholesome. City ordinances 
are tighter than they were and the demand 
for their enforcement will be as great. The 
I ourth of hideous memory is passing away 
the country over and the chances are that 
even its final kicks will not be dangerous. 

There is reason for regret that the Chi- 
cago plan of the Fourth, given a start two 
years ago, could not be continued. It af- 
forded a healthy expression to a sound 
patriotism. The sectional. celebrations, 
such as will be continued this year, are ex- 
cellent, but there was a place for a large 
central demonstration such as the parade 
of all nations. 

There was wisdom in not undertaking an 
enterprise for which sufficient funds were 
not available, but there also will be wis- 
dom.in making a return to the former idea 
with plenty of time given for organization 
gnd financing.

Needless to say, it 
does not indulge in the anxious generalities 
respecting the sacredness of individual lib- 
erty, the security of property, and the or- 
derly processes of representative govern- 
ment which eminent standpatters employ 
in their high minded effort to discredit the 
progressive attack upon privilege and its 
necessary ally, machine politics and diverted 
representation. _ 

The first important difference appears in 
the tariff planks. The Chicago platform 
reaffirms the protective principle, the Demo- 
cratic declares for a tariff for revenue only. 
But this issue is academic. The practical 
difference is in the immediate handling of 
the tariff. The Ohicago plank admits that 
some of the present duties are too high and 
should be reduced; the Democratic seems 
to declare for a genera! reduction, but es- 
pecially “in the necessaries of life.’ The 
latter makes no reference to an expert tariff 
commission, the former ad for one. 

This difference is esse important, 
The stubborn preference shown by the Dem- 
ocrats for the old vicious system of tariff 
making by log rolling and ex parte evidence 
—taviff making, in other words, by those 
who enjoy the privileges of protection—more 
than cancels platform heroics about the 
tariff as the mother of trusts and the high 
cost of living. 

We never shall have a tariff that is not 
a bulwark of privilege, we shal! never have 
a tariff that ig what it purports to be, until 
we establish a scientific test of the facts and 
legislate openly, and therefore honestly, in 
harmony with them and our expressed prin- 
c'ples. 

On this point the Democratic party is both 
in principle and practice not progressive 
but reactionary. _ 

On the trust problem also the Democratic 
platform is not progressive. It urges crimi- 
nal prosecution under the present anti-trust 
law, which would be utterly ineffectual] un- 
Jess the law is made more specific. This 
the Chicago trust plank wisely recommends 
in the form of a supplement defining offenses 
specifically, as suggested in the La Follette 
bil. The Democratic plank calls for the 
prohibition of holding companies, the inter- 
locking of directorates, and the issuance of 
watered stock, all of them greatly exag- 
gerated evils. Altogether the impression left 
by this plank of the platform is that its dis- 
ti.guished author is still running hie head 
into economic law. 

The indorsement of presidential prefer- 
ence primaries is in marked contrast to the 
significant silence on that reform of Messrs. 
Fairbanks and Butler’s document. So far 
as the Chicago platform can be said to com- 
mit Republicanism, which is not far, the 
Democrats have their opponents at a sharp 
disadvantage on this important issue, and 
likewise in their declaration on behalf of the 
direct election of senators and the income 


‘tax amendmenta 


Republican Bourbonism gave its candi- 
date and ite cause a heavy handicap by 
these reactionary omissions. 

On the important subject of currency leg- 
istation the Republican plank indulged in 
some rather useless generalities, while the 
Democratic plank attacks the Aldrich or 
teserve association plan, and its recom- 
mendations are not important. 

There are no declarations on the initia- 
tive, referendum, and recall, the excuse 
being that these are matters of state legis- 
lation. But so at this stage is the ratifica- 
ton of the direct election of senators. It 
would seem that such a sweepingly pro- 
gressive pronouncement might have ven- 
tured upon a similar recommendation for 
or against those progressive proposals.

CLEAN FOOD CLUBS. 
OR several days last week the daily 
papers contained accounts of the 
work of the Fifty-first Street Clean 
Food club. The ladies of this club » 
or their representatives are visiting 
the meat markets and grocery stores pa- 
tronized by their members, inspecting the 
sanitary arrangements, scoring the places on 
a score cam provided for the purpose, and, 
by no means least, questioning the proprie- 
tor as to his ideas of sanitation and the sani- 
tary methods he employs. , 

Ouf modern life is one of specialization. 
Men are set apart in groups, and each group, 
intent on doing its work, loses sight of other 
groups. This is a good idea, but some part 
of it needs changing. All sorts of organ- 
izations develop, having as their purpose 
correcting some of the faults of over special- 
ization. 

~~ 

The principle underlying this movement 
is that the women must keep an eye over 
the food of their families. Health depart- 
ment inspection, state food inspection, na- 
tional meat inspection—none of these is good 
enough or ever will be good enough to jus- 
tify the housekeeper in leaving. ber watch. 

The principle is right. These women 
pay not know it, but they have hit the nail 
cn the head. ” Either every improvement 
club should have such a committee or, if such 
machinery be denied them, the women of 
every neighborhood should organize a 
“clean food club.” By all means, they 
shodld include milk in the subjects covered. 

The methods of this club are right. In 
order that they may be in a position to de- 
fend themselves against criticism, they must 
have a record. Early, before any personal 
relations have been infused, they should de- 
termine such questions as the relative 
weight to be given “ flies abundant,” as com- 
pared with “ poor icebox.’’ 

ae 

There is wisdom in talking with the pro- 
prietor. It gets the consumer into personal 
relations with the dealer, and that is good 
for everybody. In addition, it emphasizes 
methods, and every trained inspector knows 
that methods are more important than 
equipment, though harder to judge. Of 
course, talking with the dealer is, in a meas- 
ure, an examination for license. We now 


‘have an examination for license to cut hair, 


to put in plumbing, to bury the dead. The 
knowledge of sanitation and hygiene re- 
quired to do the above is as nothing as com- 
pared with that for keeping milk properly. 

Inspection by such clubs is the way that 
milk and other food inspection has begun 
in several places. It leads naturally to 
governmental inspection. At the same 
time, it is a mistake to allow any form of 
governmental inepection to wholly replace it. 

The clean food club should be, like 
measles, 90 per cent contagious—and the 
epidemic should sweep the country.

3. The health between 20 and 30 averages the 
very best. There is almost no Geath rate from 
any disease except consumption in those years. 
Susceptibility to disease in general in thosé yeare 
is at its lowest. 

4. The city consumption rate is higher than that 
in the country because of more coneumption con- 
tagion, poorer houses, and poorer hygiene. The 
city rate fs falling and the country rate is not. 
Before many years, thé statement on which you 
base your fourth question will be true.

HAVE MORE TESTS MADE. 

Reader writes: “A short time ago I was 
examined by a competent doctor and had my 
sputum analyzed. He advised me there was 
no tuberculosis present. A few mornings 
ago, however, I raised a smali amount of pus

telling him about this he said this was liable 
to occur with almost any one. I would be 
thankful to have your opinion.” 


REPLY. 

A little sputum ie frequent, particularly amongst 
people who live in dirty, moistiair, A little phood 
may have come from your nose of germs from a 
small throat vessel. Nevertheless, do not stop 
with one sputum examination. Have your physt- 
clan examine you and test your sputum at least 
twice more.

DEMAND FOR PURE MILK. 

Mrs. R. C. writes: “ I have read with great. 
interest your articles concerning the city 
milk supply. Your suggestion of more pub- 
licity seems to me to be the only ‘hope of 
enforcing proper precautions I feel that 
there are many housekeepers, like myself, 
who wish this could be broughtiabout, name- 
ly: a record published every week of those 
dairies which are upto standard. But what 
are we to do when everything concerning the 
safety of our food supply is suppressed and 
when there seems no way to know the safe 
dairies?

fortunately were selected from among the 
wrong headed opponents of England's best 
generals, such as Lord Kitchener, Lord Rob- 
erts, Lord Grenfell, and others, whose abil- 
ity and experience entitled them to consider- 
ation, 

Col. Seely, on th* contrary, is said to have 
all the cocksureness of his intimate friend 
and crony, Winston Churchill, and to be so 
convinced of his military knowledge that he, 
is much above seek‘ns or accepting profes- 
sional counsel. His knowledge of war is 
derived from his experiences as a subaltern 
of yeomanry in South Africa, where it must 
be admitted he bore himself with such gal- 
lantry as to win the Distinguished Service 
order. Since then his time has been taken up 
entirely by his pariiamentary duties. 

Like Winston Churchill, with whom he se- 
ceded from the Unionist party, he has plenty 
of pluck.

He is a younger 
son of Sir Charles Seely, first baronet of his 
line. and is married to Miss Emily Crichton 
of Netley castle, Southampton, a grand- 
daughter of the Earl of Erne... 

Wineton Churchill. being first lord of the 
admiralty, Seely’s appointment to the secre- 
taryehip of war places the control of Great 
Britain’s naval and military defenses in the 
hands of two men, both comparatively young, 
and both without professional experience in 
the services which they respectively com- 
mand. Englishmen should hope for what 
benefits may be derived from the close friend- 
ship between them and the probability of 
their codperating with one another.

Gen. Sir Charles Tucker, who recefved the 
Grand Cross of the Order of the Bath on King 
George's birthday, is noted throughout the 
service for the picturesqueness of his lan- 
guage. It. has won for him the nickname of 
‘‘Damnation Tucker,”’ in order to distingulsh 
him from another Gen. Tucker, who, being 
more choice in his speech and religiously in- 
clined, was dubbed by the troops during the 
South African war ‘“ Balvation Tucker.”’ 

In spite of his peppery diction, Sir Charles 
is immensely popular, not only with Miscom-

I never heard such im- 
pertinence!” And with a remiark that he 
would complain to Lord Kitchener about ft, 
and that he had reason to belive his men 
never touched spirits, he drove the unfor- 
tunate man out of his tent.

One of the general's funniest encounters 
was with the late Duke of Cambridge, then 
commander in chief of the army, and noted, 
like himself, for the violence of his lan- 
guage.

“T never mind being called a fool by your 
royal highness. The only thing I don't like 
about it is being sworn at before those 
fools over there! ” pointing at the snickering 
members of the duke’s brilliantly arrayed 
staff. The duke, who had a keen sense of: 
humor, glanced from Tucker to the now 
indignant faces of his suite, and patting 
Tucker kindly on the shoulder, burst into 
a roar of laughter.

If any one of my: readers 
should ever meét him, and should like to 
hear a sample of what he can db in the way 
of language, he has only to mention in his 
presence the name of Gen. Sir Arthur Paget, 
or speak of the latter’s military effective- 
ness in South Africa.

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LIKENS COLONEL 10 APOSTLE 


The Rev. Dr. Denman Says Paul 
and Christ Were Progressives. 


FEARED BY STANDPATTERS. 


Declares the Times Demand Preaching 
of Political Sermons. 


‘“‘Paul, the apostle, and his master, Christ, 
were progressives in their day. Theodore 
Roosevelt is the progressive leader of our 
day. No man in these daye can afford to 
think or act otherwise than progressively” - 

This statement was made by the Rev. Daniel 
T. Denman, pastor of the First Baptist 
church of Oak Park, in his sermon yesterday 
morning. A week before he had likened 
Col. Roosevelt to Moses, leader of the Israel- 
ites. | 

“In New Testament days there were three 
Clasees, just as there are today,” he gaid. 
“The Jews were conservatives. The mod- 
erate progressives were represented by the 
apostles, Peter, James, and John. Pau! was 
the radical, real progressive, because he had 
new revelations from God. Progress’ came to 
Paul from knowledge and contact with Jesus. 


Calls Christ a Progressive. 

“Jesus in his life and teachings was a 
type of the true new progressive. Did he not 
teach that should you sew the new on to the 
old garment the rent would be worse? Did 
he not present the parable that the putting 
of new wire which had fermentatton and 
life into old bottles would cause the old 
bottles to burst? He insisted the old and 
new could not be interchanged; that the new 
must have enlarged space. Paul’s life in 
word and act shows he had partaken of the 
same progressive spirit. The prophets of 


the Old Testament were progressives in pole _| 


itics of the highest type.” 

Dr. Denman’s last two sermons have 
caused much comment in Oak Park. After 
the sermon yesterday morning he was asked 
the relation of religion to politics and why 


he is taking up politics so strenuously in 
his sermons. — 


Times Demand Political Preaching. 


Dr. Denman unswered that time and occa- 
sioh demanded it. 

‘The whole history of religion corresponés 
with the history of modern life,” he said. 
“The times of the Testament writers are 
analogous with present times. The conserv- 
ative Jews crucified Christ. The conserva- 
tive Republicans obliterated Roosevelt from 
his supreme chance for public service. There 
you have it. Men who see deep into the 
actualities of life, who get at the causes of 
deleterious effects and try to remedy those 
causes, always suffer at the hands of con- 
servatives, who fear that change, revolu- 
tion, means destruction.”’ 

Democracy in England was pronounced 
more successful than in the United States 
by the Rev. Ingram E. Bill; pastor of the 
North Shore Baptist church in his evening 
sermon. 

‘David Lloyd-George is doing in England , 
what Theodore Roosevelt andi William Jen- 


nines Bryan are attempting to do in this | 


country,”’ he said. ‘‘ The representatives of 
privilege attempted to thwart the onslaught 
of popular government in the Intereste of the 
masses. 

Recalls Victory in England. 

“Even the house of lorde was obliged to 
capitulate. The progressives of all parties 
may well profit by this significant lesson of 
history. Democracy, or the reign of the 
common people, has this advantage in 
England: The movement in the interest of 
the masses is crystallized in a great historic 
party, rather than being represented as 
hitherto in the United States by unorganized 
and ineffective, thought progressive factions 
in both the great political parties. 

“The folly of. preserving the present 
political lines intact, which no longer repre- 
sent the real cleavage of the people of the 
country at large upon the real. issues af- 
fecting public Mfe today becomes evident 
when the eignal achievements of English 
democracy as accomplished by the great 
Liberal party of England in these most recent

OTHERS SILENT ON ISSUE. 


Some Instruct Delegates to State 
Gathering to Support 
Roosevelt. - | 


Des Moines, Ia., June 80.—[ Special. ]—Abso- 
lute silence in regard to the presidential sit- 
uation on the part of the majority of the 
Republican conventions in the ninety-nine 
counties of Iowa Saturday is taken by many 
politicians to mean dissatisfaction with the 
netional convention's nominee, The conven- 
tions were held to elect delegates to the state 
convention July 10. 

Standpatters Against Taft. 

In by far the greater number of conven- 
tions President Taft's name was not men- 
tioned. Down.in the famous “ reservation,” 
along the main line of the Burlington rail- 
road, three counties, Washington, Jefferson, 
and Clarke, openly took stands against the 
action of the Chicago convention. 

Few counties in this part of the state, In 
which the standpatters secured control,of 
the April state convention by a narrow mar- 
gin, indorsed Taft. In Hardin county dele- 
gates were instructed to vote against any 
resolution indorsing the administration of 


William Howard Taft, his candidacy, or the 


action of the Republican convention. 

Washington county Republicans opposed 
the organization of a third party in Iowa, 
but there is no doubt of their position in 
regard to Taft's nomination, as the resolu- 
tions continue: : 

“We declare that any nomination made 
by county, state, or national convention 
which is secured through fraud ehall not be 
considered by us as a regular Republican 
nomination, and that the Republicans of 
Washington county, Ia., are under no obliga- 
tion whatever to support a nomination se- 
cured in such a manner.” 


Fiasco at Chicago Denounced. 

Greene county indorsed Senators Cummins 
and Kenyon and former President Rooseveit 
and added this:

“ Professional escorts,” by the aid of whom 


proprietors of many cafés have been evading 


the police order against women drinking. are 


to be prosecuted by the Committee of Fifteen 
of the American Vigilance association. At- 


torney Car] A. Waldron, chief counsel for the 


committee, has been conductingan investiga- 
tion. He asserted yesterday that warrants 
will be issued this week for these men and 
‘an effort will be made to inflict jail sentences. 


““The professional escort is one of the 
‘worst types of human vipers,’’ said Mr. Wald- 
ron, “and our investigation has shown us 


they are leaches on the public morals. They 


mot only act as escorts to unescorted giris 


soliciting company but to increase their 


revenue urge girls to make the cafés their 


rendezvous.”’ 


p How System Works. 

The “ professional escort ’’ appeared first 
fn Chicago shortly after a police order pro- 
hibiting unescorted girls from drinking tn 
cafés. The proprietors of the cafés—they 
eupport a kitchen merely to evade the wine- 
room reguiations—employed men to etay in 
the place. When an unescorted girl wished 
to come in she would telephone and one of 


_ these “ escorts.” would go out,and get her.. 


The escort would stay at the table with her 
until one of her friends arrived. He would 
then withdraw in favor of the new arrival. 
When the friend left the escort would go 
back to the table until another friend ar- 
rived. 

The.café proprietors did not care to pay 
these men-and so threw the burden on the 
girls. One or two of the escorts were given 
thé privilege of working in the place. 


Girls Have to Pay. 

The escort generaly is allotted a table 
which he uses as headquartera. Each girl 
is ordered to go to this table if she enters the 
café without an escort or if her escort leaves 
her she moves'to the “ professional escort's ”’ 
ti. vle. It is not uncommon to-see six or eight 
girls seated with the one man. . 

Each girl pays the “ professional escort ” 
25 cents-a night.- If she does not show up at 
the café she is charged just. the same. If 
they do not pay they are refused admittance 
to the place. )

Sensation Expected Today. at the 
Lindloff Inquest. 


NEW EVIDENCE RECEIVED. 


Woman Mysteriously Disappears; 


Sought by Police. ~- 


- Both Coroner Hoffmaa and Capt. Baer 
of the FiNmore street police station, who 
have been actively engaged for two weeks 
in getting evidence against Mrs. Louisa G. 
Lindloff, suspected poisoner of seven peo- 
ple, declared yesterday that tHe big sur- 
prise in the case would be brought to light 
this afternoon at the inquest. 

The inquest will be held at the county 
morgue over the body of Arthur Lindloff.

Much Poison Found.

Mrs. Mary C.'Nel- 
son, 1818 South Western aivenue, who blames 
Mrs. Lindloff for the death of her sister, 
Mrs. Eugenie Clavette, will be an important 
witness. 

Another woman, a Mrs. Snellbacher, who 
formerly lived at 2177 Maplewood avenue, is 
being sought by the police.

Economical Housekeepin 


Simple Egg Salads.’ | 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 


ECENTLY {ft has been my privilege and 
pleasure to visit the woman who gave 
me my second lessons in cooking—-my 
first cooking by formula, She was then 
and she is now one of the most eco- 

nomical women I have ever known, and a wise 
one in all household ways. 

Much study of foreign languages, much 
travel in foreign countries, many opportunities 
for wide service as teacher and clergymans 
wife have not lessened in the slightest degree 
her interest in all the work that goes on in 
pantry and kitchen, to which she puts her 
hand most effectively. 

The soups, breads, désserts, meats, salads 
which she makes, all are economical, but 
stand the highest food tests. Her salads are 
always simple, but most gratifying, cool and 
refréshing. She can serve six people to as 
dainty a salad as ever was made and have 
the cost under 20 cents, and sometimes not 
more than 10 cents. The dainty Httle white, 
shell-like lettuce leaf she seems: always to 
have On hand on which to serve these,

This dressing will keep in a cool place for 
three or four weeks. M. sometimes adds some 
whipped cream to it before serving, or she 
varies the seasoning she adds to her veg- 
etables or meats, She will sometimes dress 
meat or lobster in oil—marinate them—before 
adding this dressing. This dressing is excel- 
lent without any changé, particularly for egg 
and tomato, ‘ 

M.’s Egg Salad—Chop plain hard boiled eggs 
add above dressing, and serve on lettuce 
leaves. This is improved if, just the instant 
before serving, the lettuce leaves are dipped 
in French dressing. 

Such a salad as this has far greater food 
value than the everlasting chicken and nut 
and apple salads, and is much simpler to pre- 
pare. Even when eggs are being sold at a 
pretty good price, it is an economical salad 
when fits total returns as a food are consid- 
ered. ‘Leftover boiled eggs can be economical-

AIRSHIPS FOR DEFENSE. 


Hydro-Acroplanes Will Hover 
Over Invaders and Drop 
Mimie Bombs. 


Hurried preparations are being made to 
| defend Chicago jagainst a naval attack which 
| is to be made on Aug. 16. The great lakes 
| are being searched for vessels to oppose the 
attacking force. Negotiations are under 
way for a fleet of hydro-aeroplanes to be 
used in fighting off the enemy. 

The attack will be a part of the naval 
pageant to be given Aug. 10 to 17. Capt. Ed- 
ward A. Evers of the gunboat Dubuque will 
command the aittacking fleet, which will be 
composed of the flagship Dubuque, the Hawk, 
Gopher, Don Juan de Austria, and the Mor- 
rill. No part of Chicago, from Michignn ave- 
nue to Oak Park, is safe from the four inch 
guns which will be trained upon the city. 
The four inch shells can be dropped with pre- 
cision anywhere within the city limits. 

The revenue cutter Tuscarora, Capt. Cant- 
well, is the only ship which has thus far 
been secured to preserve the city. The only 
other four vessels on the great lakes which 
can be of much aid in driving off the at- 
tacking force are the Yantic, Wolverine, 
Dorothea, and Bssex. 


Naval Reserve Plans Rendezvous. 

The nayal reserve force of the great lakes 
will rendezvous at South Manitou Island on 
Aug. 12. The fleet will be in command of 
Commander A. H. Davis, U. 8. N., detailed 
to assume charge of the meneuvers. This 
fleet will make its descent upon Chicago 
om Aug. 14. ‘The ships will anchor inside the 
outer breakwater. At night there will be a 
searchlight dril) to demonstrate the methods 
used by a fleet to guard against a torpedo 
boat attack. 

Hydroplanes traveling forty miles an hour 
wil be used during the drill, and it 
will be definitely proven whether this type 
of craft will be of assistance in warfare. Ex- 
perts assert that these boats will be able to 
blow wp the largest ships before the latter can 
prepare a defense. 


Airships Will Defend City. 

The attacking force will put to sea on Aug. 
16, and when out of range will form in battle 
line and return. The defending vessels will 
prepare for action and the lake front will 
be torn by the noise of thousands of explod- 
ing blank shells. Hydro-aéroplanes which 
have been racing to St. Joseph. Mich., and 
back will dash in on the attacking fleet and 
finish what hag been left undone by the de- 
fending warships. 

On the night of Aug. 16 there will be another 
exhibition. Thé entire fleet will parade before 
the grandstandiand at a signa! the crews wil! 
desert the ships. More persons than were 
aboard the Titanic will be taken off the ves- 
selanin less than ten minutes.

INVITE AVIATORS TO TRY FOR 
PLACES ON AMERICAN TEAM. 


Monoplane to Be Used in International 
Race for Gordon Bennett Cup Ex- 
pected to Make 125 Miles an Hour. 


Following an investment of more than $165,000 
by a syndicate of members of the Aero Club of 
Illinois for a Gordon Bennett cup defense aero- 
plane, {t was announced yesterday that the club 
has sent invitations to all American aviators to 
come to Chicago at once to apply for a place on 
America’s team of threelin the International race 
that will be held here Sept. 9. 

After secret designing and construction of sev- 
eral months a machine—a monoplane—finally has 
been evolved by W. &. Burgess, aeronautical con- 
structor in New York City, that represents the 
ideas of Orville Wright, Glenn Curtiss, and Mr. 
Burgess. To every one’s surprise, Wright has 
waived all patent royalty claims in the construc- 
tion of America’s cup defender. 

The machine, to be named ‘‘ Illinols,’’ {# fitted 
with a 160 horse power rotating French motor that 
cost $8,257, and is to be delivered at the aero 
club's Cicero field within the next few days: 
Mr. Burgess, who wil! arrive with the monoplane, 
expects it to make 125 miles an hour. Dimensions 
of the Illinois are being kept secret for the pres- 
ent. It is known, however, that the machine wil} 
have a plane length of less than twenty-five feet, 
and that the “‘ clipped wing” effect will havea 
startling contrast in the huge rotary motor. 

Among American fiyers that the club fg de- 
sirous of enlisting in its cup defense campaign 
are Charles, Terres Wemann, who won the cup 
last year on a French Nituport monoplane: Lin- 
coln Beachey, Walter Brookins, and Lieut. ul 
Peck of Washington.

American Olympic Team Is 
Warmly Greeted Upon Ar- 
rival at Stockholm. | 


LITTLE PRACTICE TAKEN. 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden, June 30,—An im- 
mense crowd, which tmabuded the principal 
members of the Swedish Olympic committee 
and the entire track team, greeted the steam- 
er Finland when It docked here this morning. 
During the half hour in Which the steamer 
was tying up, the Swedes sang Swedish and 
American songs. The American contingent 
lining the rails followed suit, and the ship's 
band played national airs. 

Ernie Hjertberg, well known in American 
athletics, who is now the trainer of the 
Swedish team; J. S. Edstrom, vice president 
of the Swedish Olympic committee, and 
members of the American legation headed 
the delegation which boarded the Finland. 
Mr. Edstrom made a speech of welcome in 
which he said that he expected the Ameri- 
cans to win the Olympiad, but added that 
the Swedes hoped to teach them something 


Americans Hope to Win. 

Col. Robert M. Thompson, prestdent of the 
New York Athletic club, replied that the 
Americans hoped to win. He said that the 
large representation was a sign of esteem 
for Sweden and a desire to get acquainted 
with the country. 

The Finland is said to be the largest ship 
which has ever docked &# Stockhelm, and 
the Americans are conceded to constitute 
the star attraction of the Olympiad. Hence thou- 
sands of residents and members of rivAl teams in- 
spected the ship untifl it moved into midstream 
late in the afternoon. The Finland will remain 
there so that the athletes may have the benefit 
of isolation .and quiet. 

The majority of the American team made little 
attempt at exercise today. Some of the men took 
long walks. The training grounds are in the sub- 
urb of Rasunde, where a football! contest was 
played this afternoon. 


“Rowdy” Is Arrested. 


Paul Pjlgrim, Roy Mercer of th® University of 
PennsyMania, and Louis Maderta, also of Penn- 
sylvania, were in an automobile in front of the 
stadium today, when they were assaulted by a 
drunken man, who was cursing all Americans.
